. principally. to the free passage or penrion 
after fivo yoars’ aorvice and to pensions, 
Thero: is also another Bill No. 7 of 1871 
authorising the Governor from time to time 
to onrol constables in the Polica Force for 
a gerind of loss than five yoars called the 
auxiliary police Fores. ‘These, threo 
ordinances have beon consolidated snd 
somewhat amended in the Bill that is 
now ‘before the Council, Thero are 
very few changes indecd except vorbal 
changes. The first change, which was an 
* important one, was in Section 7, which re- 
guires that ' The Captain Superintondont,’ 
or Adjutant shall, previous to entering on 
. the duties of their respective offices, take 
‘ before the Governor the Oath of Alleyi- 
ance,’ instead of being sworn as heretofore 
at the Polivo Magistracy. In section 13 an 
addition hag been made. Any subordinate 
officor or constable who has completod his 
sorvico of five yéars may re-enlist-forafarther 
period of 5 years ; but it hag been thought 
expedient to givo the Captain Superinten- 
dent power to refuse such re-engagoment in 
case thera is anything against the applicant 
orin ense he is net u bt or proper person. 
Tt was thought by the Law Revision Com- 
mittee that even without this clange the 
Captain Superintendent had the power to 
refnse'to re-enlist anyone ho deemed not 
fit, bat it haa buen thought advisabla to 
cloar up all doubt on this subject and to 
add the olausy.

TRE REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE 
. FOR 1886. 

A statemont, showing the total reccipts 
and payments’ of the Colony in the year 
1886, was laid on the table of the Logislative 
Council this afternoon: From this state- 
ment it appears thet the total revenue 
amounted to. $1,367,977.74, or $93,001.74 
moro than was estiniated and a nett increase 
over the revenue for 1885 of $116,088.04. 
Bué for the iucome from spirit. licences 
boing over-ostimated by vver $48,0.0, the 
revonue would havo. been $140,000 in- 
alead of only $93,000 more than was 
estimated, be Colonial Treasurer had 
evidently been too sanguine vver the 
new wholesale and grocers’ licencés. 
Nearly every item of income excapt this 
shows a total larger than was estimated, 
among. the principal being’ 821,000, for 
stamps, $19,500 for opium licences, $17,000 
for fines, $11,000 for interest, $10,000 for 
postages, $8,000 for light dues and $6,000 
for municipal rates, and alike sum for stor- 
age of gunpowder, On the other hand, 
the expenditure was also higher than wes 
estimated: The.Pustimaster General's es- 
tablishment coat $24,000 more than |wus 
calculated, and miscellaneous services also 
absorned $25,000 more than was ‘appor- 
tioned to. it, the total sum expended 
over the amount estimated being $78,634.98, 
From this, however, has to be deducted 
the sum of $35,680.17, the amount 
which other branches cost less than estim- 
ated.’ Of this amount, the Police Magis- 
trates’ Department, contributes $12,000. 
ny wtiat procesa of coonomy this wad effact- 
ed we donot know. It is curious to note 
that in fourteen of the twenty-nine head- 
ings of expenditure, the amownte are over 
the estimates, and in funrteen others-under 
the estimates, the Clerk of Council’s De- 
partment being the only one which kept 
strictly to the estimate, Extraordinury 
public works are made a separate branch of 
expenditure, and these absorbed in all 
$825,624.84, $245,824 B4 more than was 
estimated. Inclusive of the extraordinary 
public works, tho total oxpenditure was 
$2,020,861.65, $288,079.65 moro than was 
estimated, and $399,611.26 mare than the 
exponditure of 1885.
